A Vic hehe it is abfolutely neceffary for the Peace and Safety 
of this Ifland, that the Inhabitants thereof be trained to the Ufe 
of Arms, under the Eftablifhment of a well regulated Militia, which, 
by its good Order and Difcipline, may not only contribute to the 
Honour, Dignity, and Support of Government, but alfo to the De- 
fence and Security of the Colony againft foreign Invafions and inteftine 
Infurrections: We therefore, Your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal 
Subjects, the Governor and Commander in Chief of Your Majefty’s 
Southern Caribbee Vlands, and the Council and Affembly of this 
Ifland of Tobago, do moft humbly pray Your moft Excellent Majefty 
that it may be ena&ted and ordained; And be it, and it is hereby 
enacted and ordained by the Authority aforefaid, 

I. TuAr the Officers and Private Men of the Battalion and 'Troo 
already eftablifhed by virtue of an Act, intituled, An Ad for eftablifhing 
and regulating a Militia in this Iftand, made and pafied in the Eleventh 
Year of His Majefty’s Reign, and now about to expire, be, and they 
are hereby directed to do Duty in their refpective Stations, in the fame 
Manner as if the fame Aét remained in full Force and virtue. 

II. Ann be it further enaéted, That within Fifteen Days from the 
Publication of this A€t, evety White Man, Inhabitant of this Hand, 
_ from the Age of Fifteen to the Age of Sixty-five (who has not already

cutions fhall be levied by the Marfhal, in the Courfe they {hall come to 
his Hands, under Penalty of anfwering Damages to the Party aggrieved, 
by Action on the Cafe, in any Court of Record in this Ifland, with full 
Cofts: And the Marfhal is hereby required to keep a feparate Book of 
Executions, with the Folios regularly figured and numbered, wherein 
fhall be entered the Names of all Plaintiffs and Defendants in every 
Execution, and the Day of the Month and Year each Execution was 
received; with Two Alphabets in the fame Book, One beginning with 


the Defendant’s Surname, and referring to the Folio of the Book, 


and the other beginning with the Plaintiff's Surname, and referring to 
the Folio of the Book, upon Pain of being informed againft, and fined 
for his Neglect therein One hundred Pounds Current Money of obago 
for each Neglect; and alfo to give an Account in Writing, within 
Forty-eight Hours after Requeft, to any Perfon requiring the fame, of 
all Executions come to his Hands, for or againft any particular Perfon 


or Perfons, viz. of Parties Names, of what Sum, and when received, 
under 
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under the like Penalty of One hundred Pounds Current Money of Tobago 
for each Refufal or Neglect ; to be recovered, with Cofts, by Action of 
Debt, brought within Two Years next after fuch Refufal or Neglect, 
in the fame Manner, and to the fame Ufes, as in Cafes of neglecting 
or refufing a Receipt required on delivering an Execution; and the 
Marfhal, or his Deputy refpectively, fhall be intitled to receive Eighteen 
Pence Current Money of Todago, and no more, for every fuch Account 
of Executions, upon Delivery thereof; and Nine Pence, like Money, 

for entering each Execution in the Book, and no more. 
LVI. Anp be it enaéted by the Authority aforefaid, That from and 
immediately after the Time of this Act direCted for Payment of Pur- 
chafe Money, or immediately on Payment of any Sum on Account of, 
or in Difcharge of any Execution, the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs in fuch

Part thereof, hath been paid to or received by the Marfhal, or his De- 
puty, or any of his Clerks or Servants, or any Perfon or Perfons by his 
or their Order and Directions, to receive the fame in Difcharge of or 
on Account of fuch Execution, or that the faid Provoft Marfhal, or his 
Deputy, hath neglected to receive the fame, and that he or they fhall 
not pay fuch Monies received, Sr fo negleéted to be received, by him or 
them, in Six Days after fuch Examination and Order of the faid Juftice 
thereon, then and in fuch Cafe, fuch Juftice is hereby authorifed and 
required to iffue an Execution, direéted to the Coroner of this Ifland, 
againft the Marfhal or his Deputy, and his or their Goods and Chat- 
tels, Lands, Slaves, ‘Tenements, Hereditaments, Rent Charges, An- 
‘nuities and Debts, for fuch Sum as fhall appear upon fuch Examina- 
tion to have been received, or neglected to be received, as aforefaid, by 
him or them, with Twenty per Centum on the fame; which Goods and 
Chattels, Slaves, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, or fo much 
thereof as fhall be fu‘icient to pay the feveral Sums in fuch laft-men- 
tioned Executions fpecified, fhall be fold immediately, at any Time of 
the Year, in the Town of Scarborough, for ready Gold and Silver 
Money, to be paid down at the Time of fuch Sale into the Hands of the 
Plaintiff or Plaintiffs in fuch laft-mentioned Execution, or his, her, or 
their lawful Attorney or Attornies ; and for want of fufficient Goods 
_and Chattels, Lands, Slaves, Tenements and Hereditaments, then the 
Body of the Marfhal, or his Deputy, fhall be taken and held in Exe- 
cation, until Payment of all and every the Sums in fuch Execution 
mentioned to be paid and {fatisfied ; and the Juftice who fhall attend 
on fuch Examination, or iffue fuch Execution, fhall have for his Fee

Provided never- 
thelefs, That the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs, in fuch Original Execution, 
fhall or may take his or their Remedy againft the Surety or Sureties 
of fuch Marfhal, or his Deputy, if he, fhe, or they fhall fo make their 
Election, any Thing herein contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 
And the Coroner, upon the Sale of the Marthal’s Goods and Chattels, 
Slaves, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, taken on fuch Execu- 
tion, is hereby authorifed to make, feal, execute, acknowledge, and 
fuffer every lawful Act and Deed, to the Purchafer or Purchafers, as the 
Martfhal is herein before or herein after authorifed to do, on the Sale 
of Goods and Chattels, Slaves, Lands, Tenements and Hereditaments, 
taken in Execution and fold by him. 
__LVII. Anp be it enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if the

Anp whereas a Practice hath of late prevailed of executing 
Bonds, with Warrants of Attorney, impowering Perfons to confefs 
Judgements for the Obligors, on Declarations to be filed upon fuch 
Bonds: And whereas fome Perfons have, by fuch Praétice, for a while 
quieted their Creditors, averted more open Proceedings again{t them, 
concealed the real State of their Circumftances, and been enabled to 
obtain and keep up a Credit, to the great Injury of the fair Trader; for 
Remedy whereof in future, be it ena¢ted by the Authority aforefaid, 
That it fhall not be lawful for any Counfel or Attorney, in the faid

kept out of their Money by the Provoft Marfhal, or his Deputy, ré- 
taining in his Hands the Amount of fuch Penalties, and fuch Execu- 
tion Creditors, if not properly reftrained, may receive more than what

Death or Abfence of fuch Plaintiff or Plaintiffs; and if fuch Account 
be {worn unto by any other Perfon or Perfons except the Plaintiff or 
Plaintiffs, or where the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs is or are Executor or 
Executors, Adminiftrator or Adminiftrators, or where fuch Plaintiff or 
Plaintiffs cannot, from the Nature of the Tranfaétion, know of his 
own Knowledge what is due upon fuch Execution, then fuch Affidavit 
to be according to the beft of the Knowledge and Belief of fuch De- 
ponent or Deponents, or fuch Execution Creditor or Creditors fhall 
not be intitled to the Benefit of compelling the Provoft Marfhal, or his 
Deputy, to pay him, her, or them, the Money due upon fuch Execu- 
tions, by virtue of fuch Summons and other Proceedings before any 
Juftice of this Court, as herein before directed in cafe of the Provoft 
Marfhal, or his Deputy, refufing or neglecting to pay Monies received 
by him by virtue of Executions: And if.fuch Execution Creditor fhall 
not make Affidavit, and lodge his Account in the Manner herein before 
dire€ted, then the next Execution Creditor fhall have a Preference to 
fuch Execution Creditor, fo negle¢ting or refufing to make Affidavit 
and lodge his Account. ) . 

LX. Anp the Marfhal orhhis Deputy is hereby refpectively required, 
on Demand, to give a Receipt in Writing to any Purchafers on Exe- 
cutions, and any Defendant, or his Attorney, paying any Thing 
towards the Difcharge of any Execution, for the Particulars received, 
and for what, without any Fee or Reward, under the Penalty of Fifty 
Pounds Current Money of TodagJ, and Treble Cofts, recoverable and 
to be fued for in the like Time and Manner, and to the fame Ufes as 
in the Cafe of neglecting or refufirsz to give a Receipt for an Execution. 

LXI. Anob be it further ena¢ted and ordained by the Authority afore- 
faid, That all Goods and Chattels, and all Slaves not annexed to a 
Freehold, which fhall be taken in Execution, and not herein before or 
after otherwife provided for or excepted, fhall be fold by publick Out- 
cry, in the Manner and Form herein after prefcribed, if not redeemied 
in the Manner herein after laid down; out of the Produce whereof, all 
Executions in the Marfhlal’s Hands fhall be fatisfied in the fame Courfe as 
they came to the Hands of the Marfhal, which is ftrictly to be obierved. 

‘ LXII. Anp be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That 
Notice of the Time and Place of all Sales by Outcry, of Goods, Chat- 
tels, or Slaves not annexed toa Freehold, fhall be given to the Defen- 
dant, or his Attorney, if any Attorney in Iodago, by the Marfhal, or 
his Deputy, in Writing, at leaft Ten Days before the faid Sale, and 
Publication thereof fhall bé made in the Gazette of this Ifland ; and if 
no fuich Gazette fhall be printed, then Publication thereof fhall be made 
and fet up in Writing in the Town of Scarborough, for the fame 
Number of Days. 

LXIII. Awnp for the better Support of Credit, be it enacted by the 
Authority aforefaid, That from and after the Date hereof, the Benefit 
of Trufts of Lands, Tenements; Hereditaments, and Slaves, within 
this Ifland, whether fuch Trufts be now created or in being, or fhall 
hereafter be created and in being, fhall be liable to Judgement and Exe-

and pay to the Owner of fuch Slave at and after the Rate of Fifteen 
Shillings for each and every Day fuch Slave fhall have been fo run away, 
with full Cofts of Suit; and if fuch White or Free Perfon or Perfons 
cannot immediately pay the Fines hereby impofed for entertaining run- 
away Slaves, he, fhe, or they, fhali be imprifoned in the Common 
Gaol of this Ifland in Lieu of Fines; for the Firft Offence Thirty Days; 
for the Second Offence Three Months, and for the Third Offence Six 
Months, unlefs the Perfon or Perfons fo offending fhall redeem him,

Three Months after his or hertbeing taken or returned to his or her

And thefe Five Perfons (the Freeholfers being fworn as above men- 
tioned) fhall conftitute, and are hereBy declared to be a Court, with 
full Power to hear and examine all Evidences, Proofs, and T eftimonies, 
(the Teftimony of One Slave afainft another being always to be ad- 
mitted) ; and if by pofitive or circumftantial Proof they fhall find fuch 
Negro or other Slaves guilty ther.of, they fhall give Sentence of Death 
or other Punifhment upon them accordingly ; and in cafe Sentence of 
Death be paffed upon any One or more Prifoners, then they fhall forth- 
with iffue their Warrant to the Provoft Marfhal, or his lawful Deputy,

Y HEREAS the Want of a Court of Chancery in this Ifland Preamble, 
occafions infinite Prejudice to the Inhabitants thereof, by the 
Delay of Publick Juftice, the Difficulty, and in many Cafes the Im- 
poflibility of obtaining that Redrefs in Equity, to which the Subject is 
intitled, in Time to ftay the Proceedings of the Common Law, together 
with the enormous Expence which muft attend all thofe who are 
Suitors therein, to the Exclufion of many, and Oppreffion of all: 


And whereas it is greatly inconvenient to the Inhabitants % pice

this Day report as their Opinion to His Majefty, that the faid Acts are
